A  Tower  Two  TTbooMad  Foot  Hi**. 

William  J.  Frye,  an  architect  of  Haw 
York  city,  has  drawn  plans  for  a  tower 
to  commemorate  the  consolidation  of 
Greater  New  York.  The  proposed  tower 
Is  to  be  2, 140  feet  in  height,  in  aU  re¬ 
spects  the  most  wonderful  structure  in 
the  world.  The  Eiffel  tower  in  Paris  is 
684  feet  high,  nearly  half  that  of  the 

? -opened  observatory  tower  for  Hew 
ork. 

The  tower  is  to  be  twelve  sided  and 
built  of  steel.  The  lowest  portion  will 
be  300  feet  in  diameter  and  will  be 
flanked  by  four  pavilion  buildings,  giv¬ 
ing  the  structure  a  base  of  400  feet. 

The  outer  walls  will  be  of  cement  and 
wirecloth.  Internally  the  tower  will 
be  a  labyrinth  of  steel  column*,  gird¬ 
ers,  beams,  plates  and  other  shapes  in 
steel,  no  particle  of  wood  being  used  in 
construction  or  finish. 

Electric  cars,  with  reserved  motor 
power  of  00m pressed  air,  will  run  spi¬ 
rally  around  the  100  foot  central  area, 
making  a  trip  to  the  fifth  floor  from  the 
top  about  a  2j{  mile  ride.
